The following Act of Parliament received the assent of the President 
on the 26th August, 1983, and is hereby published for general informa¬ 
tion:— 

THE DELHI MOTOR VEHICLES TAXATION (AMEND¬ 
MENT) ACT, 1983 

No, 17 of 1983 

* [26th August , 1983.] 

An Act further to amend the Delhi Motor Vehicles Taxation 

Act, 1962. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in tbe Thirty-fourth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1, (1) This Act may be called the Delhi Motor Vehicles Taxation 
(Amendment) Act, 1983, 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Administrator may, 
by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Throughout the Delhi Motor Vehicles Taxation Act, 1962 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the principal Act), for the words “Chief Commis¬ 
sioner”, wherever they occur, the word “Administrator” shall he substi¬ 
tuted. 


3. In section 2 of the principal Act, for clause (a), the following clause 
r.hnli be substituted, namely: — 

‘(ft) “Administrator” mean; the Administrator of Delhi an'empted 
by the President under article 239 of the Constitution;’. 

( 1 ) 
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4. Section 3 of the principal Act shall be renumbered as sub-section 
(1) thereof and, after sub-section ( 1) as so renumbered, the following 
sub-section shall be inserted, namely: — 

“ (2) The Administrator may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, increase from time to time, the rate specified in Schedule I 
in relation to any motor vehicles: 

Provided that the rate as so increased shall in no case exceed the 
rate as so specified by more than twenty-five per cent, (hereof.”. 

5. In section 23 of the principal Act, for sub-section (3), the following 
sub-section shall be substituted, namely: — 


“(1) Every rule made under this section and every notification 
issued under sub-section (2) of section 3 shall be laid, as soon as 
may be, after it is made or issued, before each House of Parliament, 
while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which 
may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, 
and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following the 
session or the successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or notification, or both Houses 
agree that the rule should not be made or the notification should not 
be issued, the rule or notification shall thereafter have effect only in 
such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; so, how¬ 
ever, that any such modification or annulment shall be without pre¬ 
judice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule or 
notification.’'’. 

6. For Schedule I to the principal Act, the following Schedule shall be 
substituted, namely: —
